SECTION 2: SPECIAL CONDITIONS
PURPOSE

The purpose of this Invitation to Quote is to establish a revenue generating contract for the retrieval of errant golf balls from
water hazards located in Miami Dade County owned golf courses.

Definition

Under this contract the term Grade “A” golf balls is defined as golf balls that have some minor imperfection that keeps
them from being mint. The golf balls may have small player marks, minor scuffs, or slight blemishes.

A "water hazard" shall refer to any sea, lake, pond, river, ditch, surface drainage ditch or other open water course and

anything of a similar nature on the course. All ground and water within the margin of a water hazard are part of the
water hazard.

TERM OF CONTRACT

This contract shall commence on the first calendar day of the month succeeding approval of the contract by the Board of County
Commissioners, or designee, unless otherwise stipulated in the Notice of Award Letter which is distributed by the County's
Internal Services Department, Procurement Management Section, and contingent upon the completion and submittal of all
required bid documents.
